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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Prior Art neither teaches nor suggests an image pickup apparatus comprising a 
photoelectric conversion area including a plurality of pixels which are two-dimensionally 
arranged in horizontal and vertical direction, each pixel includes a photoelectric conversion 
element and an amplification element; a plurality of first vertical output lines; a plurality of 
second vertical output lines; a first horizontal output line which is arranged on a side of a first 
side of the photoelectric conversion area; a second horizontal output line which is arranged on an 
opposite side of the first side of the photoelectric conversion area in the vertical direction; a 
plurality of first load elements which are arranged to each of the plurality of first vertical output 
lines; a plurality of second load elements which are arranged to each of the plurality of second 
vertical output lines; wherein 

said plurality of first load elements and said plurality of second load elements are 
arranged on sides opposite to each other with respect to said photoelectric conversion area.
